The  Xojth  Nieswiekers  had  discovered  that  the  i)ro- 
mise  mad(  at  Prague  was  as  Avorthl(>ss  as  that  other 
promise.  U>  respect  ali  legitimate  national  character- 
istics, which  King  William  of  Prussia  had  given  when 
he  annexed  the  Duchy.  Between  18(54  and  |S70  many 
a  yijung  J)ane  asked  the  (juestion  why  he  should  be 
obliged  to  >wear  allegianee  to  the  l*russian  KiiiL^  and  to 
serve  in  the  Prussian  Army,  if  the  pi'omi>e  of  a  reft-ren- 
dum  was  honestly  meant.  The  Ticaty  of  X'ieima  had 
granted  the  i)o|>ulation  tiie  tight  of  choosing,  within 
that  ])eriod.  b< 'ween  Piussian  and  Danish  nationality. 
!i,aeh  individual  should  have  iKfii  allowed  to  make, 
if  lie  so  wished,  a   public  declaration   th.i!    he  desired   to 
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iciiiain  a  siili|crt  df  |)cimia)'k.  ]i«4'(irt  I  ^7•M  I'c  SIr.sw  irk

nt  in'nin<_Mo  thcif  oriL'inal  home  aftff  a  sliort  ic>idcn(t  in 
l)t'iunai'k.  a  conft'icnce  was  hi'kl  in  I,s72  Itt'tucfii  the  two 
( io\('riiiiK'nts,  'I'hc  result  was  that  most  of  the'optant-' 
were  allowed  liy  tlic  Prussian  authorities  to  ictuin  and 
remain  unmolested.  pi'ovi(U'(l  {hat  they  ira\e  no  well 
founded  cause  for  eiunplaint.  and  did  not  ihsplay 
a   hostile  s])irit   towards  l'i'us>ia. 

Thus  a  tiual  settlement  had  h<'en  made  i>f  the  ijuestion 
of  the  ■  optants  ".  'I'hey  were  liahle  tn  i»e  expelled  at 
any  moment  as  '  ohjectionahle  '  eharaeteis.  I'o  ha\e 
allowed  them  to  heccune  naUualized  uould  ha\e  meant 
an  increase  in  the  majority  of  Danish  »'lectoi'.s  ;  and 
therefore  these  N'ortli  Sle.swickeis  who  had  leturned 
fonnd  tht-mse!\es  ])olitieal  outcasts  in  their  own  count ly  ; 
and  they  weir  d'd)arred  froin  all  social  intei'course  with 
their  friends  and  relatives  if  such  inteicourse  \\a> 
thoujxht  to  liave  tlu'  sli<.ditest  political  tin<re.  They  weie 
treated  as  scajH'goats  hy  the  IVussian  authorities,  w  hen 
ever  an  election  n'suited  unt'avourahly  for  the  (Govern- 
ment. 'I'lie  Daiiish  voters.  hoAevei'.  refused  to  he 
influenced  hy  the  poil  t<»  which  theii'  opi.int  '  i"'iati\c> 
and  neiuhhouis  were  exposed. 

At  the  elec'tions  U'V  the  l.'eich^ta^'  in  i  ssr>  Xoith 
JSleswick  gained  a  new  lea.der  in  (dis'  'v  lohaiuisen. 
a  skilful  politician  wiio  enjoyed  Lncat  peisonal  popu- 
laritv.  not   oidv  amon<:  liis  fellow  counti'\niei:    hut   also

W'itheul  suih  le.iders.  and  such  v.iried  metliods  of 
oi)])osim:  (lermaii  ]ir'  ssure.  the  jieojile  of  Ndrt  h  .'>les\vi(k 
eould  har<lly  liav<' held  tlieir  own  in  the  era  of  o|)|i!cssion 
whieli  heil.in  in  I.S.SS,  .i  few  months  .after  tlu'  arees.^ion 
of  the  present  i\aiser.  His  Cliristin.is  L'ift  in  tlial^  ye.ir 
to  hi.s  Danish  subjects  w.is  the  practical  excnision  of 
the  Danish  laniruaire  frcun  the  schools  ;  tlie  liiiid'cii 
wfTi-  only  allowed  to  use  their  native  tonLTue  in  tntmc 
during  the  four  hours  a  week  which  Ascre  ])i()vid((i  hy 
the  time-t.ihle  for  idiiiious  inst iiution.

I'russian  Diet,  that  the  Government  yiel(l(>d  hefore  the 
protests  of  eidiirhtened  (lerman.s.  The  "  K(iller  era  " 
-i-adiially  ehhed  out  :  the  Kai.sor  j.aid  several  frii-ndly 
visits  to  tiu-  D.uiish  Coint  ;  and  the  order  w<-nt  forth 
from  lierlin  that  gentler  tactics  should  he  employe.!. 
K.\-])ulsi.)ii  ..r.lers  were  rediu-ed  to  normal  pr.)portions. 
and  most  ..f  thechil.lren  of  th.'  "  optaiils  '  wvre  admitted 
to  the  full  rights  .)f  Prussian  eitizenshi]).  The  only
